INHERIT  THE  WIND 

1 0 performances  APR  I L 9 - 24 

"INHERIT  THE  WIND/'  by  Jerome  Lawrence  and  Robert  E.  Lee,  is 
based  on  the  famous  Scopes  "monkey"  trial  during  the  scorching  summer 
of  1925  in  Dayton,  Tennessee  — and  the  dramatic  collision  there  between 
two  of  America's  giants,  William  Jennings  Bryan  and  Clarence  Darrow. 

A classic  of  American  theatre,  "INHERIT  THE  WIND"  became  the 
first  American  drama  to  tour  the  Soviet  Union.  Sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
State  Department,  and  produced  by  Washington's  Arena  Stage  (along  with 
"OUR  TOWN")  it  played  in  Moscow  and  Leningrad  during  the  fall  of  1973. 

The  actual  Scopes  case,  on  which  "INHERIT  THE  WIND"  is  based, 
was  tried  in  Dayton,  Tennessee  in  the  summer  of  1925.  It  became  the  big 
news  sensation  of  its  time,  because  it  dramatized  the  conflict  that  raged  in 
America  throughout  the  twenties  between  liberalism  and  Fundamentalism. 
The  latter  stood  for  a literal  belief  in  the  Biblical  version  of  the  world's 
creation  in  seven  days  — and  a rejection  of  the  Darwinian  theroy  of  evolu- 
tion. This  conflict  had  been  joined  — but  not  resolved  — in  the  famous 
Democratic  convention  of  1924  that  lasted  for  108  days.  The  Scopes  trial 
offered  another  battle-ground  for  the  opposing  philosophies,  and  so  won  as 
much  public  attention  as  had  the  Democratic  convention  the  year  before. 
An  obscure  school  teacher,  John  Thomas  Scopes,  was  the  center  of  this 
national  furor.  He  had  taught  Darwin's  theory  of  evolution  to  his  pupils, 
in  defiance  of  the  statute  forbidding  this  in  the  laws  of  the  sovereign  state 
of  Tennessee. 

Nation-wide  excitement  over  the  trial  rose  to  fever  pitch  when  two 
outstanding  champions  of  the  opposing  views  entered  the  battle:  the  fam- 
ous Chicago  attorney,  Clarence  Darrow,  for  the  defendant  — and  for  liberal- 
ism; and  three-times-nominee  of  the  Democratic  party  for  the  Presidency, 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  for  the  prosecution  — and  for  Fundamentalism. 
The  trial  was  the  top  headline  everywhere,  and  every  day  for  weeks  the 
testimony  and  attorney's  statements  were  reported  word-for-word. 

Lawrence  and  Lee  completed  their  play  in  1950,  and  decided  not  to 
show  it  to  any  potential  producer  for  the  moment.  "The  intellectual  cli- 
mate wasn't  right,"  Lee  later  explained.  "At  that  time  (the  McCarthy  era) 

I wouldn't  have  dared  write  a letter  to  my  Congressman."  They  drew  it  out 
of  its  hiding  place  in  1954  and  offered  it  to  Margo  Jones'  Theatre  in  Dallas, 
where  it  was  presented  in  January  1955  for  three  weeks.  New  York  pro- 
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ducer,  Herman  Shumlin,  heard  of  the  play,  read  it,  and  immediately  routed 
the  authors  out  of  bed  at  6:30  one  morning  to  sign  contracts  for  a New 
York  production.  The  play  opened  on  Broadway  with  a cast  of  65  on 
April  21,  1955. 

"INHERIT  THE  WIND"  created  almost  as  much  excitement  as  the 
original  trial  — of  which  it  is  a semi-fictional  account.  It  was  an  absolute 
sell-out  for  over  20  months,  and  its  full  run  in  New  York  continued  for  803 
performances  to  June  22,  1957.  This  run  was  halted  for  two  weeks  in  Sep- 
tember, 1955,  when  the  play's  star,  Paul  Muni,  was  suddenly  stricken  with 
a serious  eye  ailment  arid  Melvyn  Douglas  was  hastily  rehearsed  to  substitute 
for  him  until  his  return  on  December  1.  In  all  — the  play  ran  for  an  even 
100  weeks. 

Melvyn  Douglas  led  a highly  successful  touring  company  for  14  months. 
Stanley  Kramer's  motion  picture  version  of  "INHERIT  THE  WIND"  was 
released  in  1960  with  Spencer  Tracy,  Frederic  March  and  Gene  Kelly  in 
leading  roles.
